MINISTRY OF LABOUR

the Ministry of Labour has been considering as to 
what legislative and administrative measures snould be 
taken for improving the working and living conditions 
of the Fishermen in the country. After due considera¬ 
tion it has been decided by the Government to consti¬ 
tute a Tripartite Study Group consisting of the officials 
of the Central & State Governments, Workers’ repre¬ 
sentatives and the Employer’s representatives etc. The

3. The terms of reference of the Tripartite Study 

Group will be as under :—* 

(a) To identify the different types of fishing boats 
as well as different categories of fishermen, 
nature of operations, their working and living 
conditions, such as hours of work, accidents 
to which they are vulnerable, existing provi¬ 
sions for insurance against such accidents, 
fishing equipments used, wages|rcmunerations 
ayable, existing facilities available to the 
shermen under housing, drinking water, 
•medical aid, scholarships to children etc. and 


the extent to which they are availing them¬ 
selves of these benefits ; 

(b) To study existing legislative provisions which 
are applicable to the fishermen (both wage 
employed and self-employed) and the diffi¬ 
culties which may have arisen from time to 
time in the implementation of the statutory 
provisions; ana 

(c) To consider and formulate the details of 

legislative and administrative measures in¬ 
cluding constitution of a Welfare Fund, by 
levy of cess on the manufaclurcrs(export 
houses as may be considered necessary, for 
improving the working and living conditions 
of the Fishermen. 

4, The Group may coopt upto three persons who by 
virtue of their special knowledge will be asked to 
assist the Group, 

5, The Group will submit its report within a period 
of one year from the date of its constitution.
